"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue    of  August  22,  1936,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Societo  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
August  14: 

The  weather  has  been  cooler  and  the  degree  of  dampness  has 
fallen.     It  is  exactly  what  was  wanted,  and  conditions,  generally 
speaking,  continue  to  be  favourable. 

Wo  are  now  in  the  period  of  the  Nile  flood,  and  it  is  feared 
that  in  Lower  Egypt  planters  may  indulge  in  overwatering,  especi- 
■  ally  inasmuch  as  in  some  sections  irrigation  was  somewhat  at 
fault  this  season. 

In  Upper  Egypt  picking  has  started  in  earnest,  but  has  not  yet 
become  general.     First  results  are  said  to  be  satisfactory  quan- 
titatively, and  there  is  every  reason  tc  expect  a  bumper  crop 
from  this  part  of  the  country.
